COULD W E CONTROL INFLATION? 


“Why,” a friend inquires, “does The Star 
believe the United States could not have a 
controlled inflation? France had such an in­ 
flation. Before the war the franc was worth 
20 cents. 
The French government inflated 
until it was worth only 4 cents and so put up 
prices which had the effect of scaling down 
debts to one-fifth their original amount. We 
wouldn't want to scale down so much as that. 
But why couldn't we inflate until the dollar was 
worth, say, 60 cents, and then stop and start 
fresh?** 
A pertinent question. 
The answer requires 
a consideration of how French inflation was 
brought about, how it was stopped, and how 
conditions in France differed from conditions 
in the United States. 
In 1913 France had a little more than 51 a 
billion francs in circulation. Under inflation­ 
ary measures forced by the war. prices mounted 
rapidly. 
It proved impossible to balance the 
national 
budget, 
and 
expenses 
were 
met 
through borrowing and printing additional 
currency. 
By 1927 France had 56 Vi billion 
francs in circulation—eleven times as much as 
in 1913—and the value of the franc had fallen 
from a little more than 19 cents to 2 cents 
from which it rallied to a little less than 4, 
one-fifth of its original value, where it was 
stabilized. 
Three conditions in France contributed to 
'» the rapid rise in prices as currency was is­ 
sued. In the first place, France uses currency 
far more extensively than it is used in the 
United States, where 90 per cent of the busi­ 
ness is dorfe with check s. In the second place, 
there was a great scarcity of goods in France 
after four years of war, and there was an im­ 
mense amount of work to be done in rebuild­ 
ing the devastated areas, so the additional cur­ 
rency passed immediately into circulation and 
pushed prices up. 
In the third place it was 
evident that the country was bank rupt, there 
could be no return to the 20-cent franc, and 
as inflation went on there was a rush to trans­ 
fer depreciating money into goods. 
The hectic 
demand for goods raised prices. 
By 1926 the 
franc had slid to 2 cents, which was half the 
value at which it was stabilized a year later. 
In stopping any inflation four conditions 
must be met. 
1. As gold is a world currency, not sub­ 
ject to national whims, there should be 
enough gold in the country’s bank ing sys­ 
tem to establish confidence in the currency, 
both for internal uses and for settling bal­ 
ances in foreign trade. 
(Germany stabi­ 
lized for internal purposes with the renten- 
mark , with little gold. 
But to get on a 
world trade basis gold had to be ac­ 
cumulated. 
2. Foreign trade, imports and expons, 
must be closely enough in balance so that 
exchange will be stable and excessive 
amounts of gold will not be drained off 
into other countries to pay for goods 
bought. 
* 
3. The budget must be balanced so there 
will be confidence that the government 
will not continue to print more currency to 
meet the deficit or continue to borrow. 
4. The government must be ready to 
stand the shock that results from ending 
inflation. That shock comes from a fall in 
prices, and a temporary slowing down of 
business with consequent unemployment. 
W hen the franc had fallen to 2 cents, with 
great hardship to work ers and all salaried 
people, and the nation was frightened at the 
prospect that its value might disappear, as had 
been the case in Germany, Poincare was made 
premier and given dictatorial powers. He was 
a m an of extraordinary character, ruthless, 
implacable; perhaps the only public man in 
France equal to the job. 
He balanced the 
budget in spite of the screams from abandoned 
public services and from taxpayers who had 
to shoulder a heavier load. 
He built up the 
gold reserve and put the foreign trade in bal­ 
ance. 
Then he fixed the gold content of the 
franc to conform to the price level. 
Finally 
he stood up under the shock when speculators 
began to unload, prices took a nose dive, and 
business slack ened. 
For he counted, success­ 
fully, on a rapid improvement after the lull, 
from tire restoration of confidence. 
On two occasions during the disastrous Ger­ 
m an inflation the government tried to stop it. 
But the resistance to the economies and taxes 
necessary to balancing the budget was so for­ 
midable, and the pressure against interference 
with business activity was’so great, that the 
attem pts were abandoned and inflation was 
allowed to run its course until distress became 
so acute that something had to be done. 
In Italy the Mussolini dictatorship was strong 
enough to bring stabilization. But as a result 
of the general experience it is assumed in Eu­ 
rope tha t once inflation gets a good start it is 
almost impossible for a democratic govern­ 
m ent to control it. 
The United States has plenty of gold. Ik . 


foreign trade balance presents no problem. 
Presumably it could balance the budget if it 
were willing to cut out the extraordinary ex­ 
penditures it now is undertak ing. 
But in 
America most business is done with bank 
check s. 
Because of the velocity with which 
this currency circulates, it took care o? trans­ 
actions amounting to J.200 billion dollars in 
1929. and 600 billion in 1932. 
As there is not the scarcity of goods and 
buildings that existed in France after the war, 
this abundant bank currency is not called into 
full use and so has not put up prices. 
But 
such an enormous amount of bank currency is 
available, it would require the printing of ter­ 
rifying quantities of paper money to affect the 
price situation. 
As a financial authority has 
said, volume cannot tak e the place of velocity. 
In an inflationary rush there is no possible 
way of calculating how much additional cur­ 
rency would be needed to raise prices' to a given 
level. 
In all probability, however, the fear of in­ 
flation would cause a flight from the dollar in 
the early stages of money-printing. 
This 
flight would mean a buying panic that would 
shoot prices up and produce feverish business 
activity. 
For Americans are the greatest 
speculators in the world. 
Any determined effort to stabilize would then 
produce a corresponding selling panic which 
would send prices down and paralyze business. 
Would any administration be able to carry out 
the necessary measures in the face of such a 
situation? Would not political pressure compel 
it to k eep on printing currency until sheer 
desperation forced the ending of inflation as it 
did in Germany? 
Last June reports of a temporary stabiliza­ 
tion of the dollar in relation to the pound 
sterling produced a selling wave on the stock 
exchange and the President back ed away from 
the tumbling prices and called off the stabili­ 
zation. 
Could the administration stand the 
gaff in tak ing measures to stop inflation if a 
wild boom were in progress? 
Once the United States set out on the in­ 
flationary road the chances are very great 
that it would travel far before it would be able 
to put on the brak es.

Yesterday was a great day for Kansas City. 
Nobody could attend the dedication of the 
University of Kansas City, and the garden 
party welcoming Rossiler Howard, the new di­ 
rector of the Kansas City Art Institute, with­ 
out being Impressed with the wide public in­ 
terest in both institutions. People came from 
all the country around to show’ their concern 
in the significant development of this cul­ 
tural center. 
The modest beginnings of the yniversity did 
not detract from the dignity and impressive­ 
ness of the opening ceremonies. The full en­ 
rollment of students and the attendance yes­ 
terday were evidence that the school is meet­ 
ing a real public demand. 
The primary service of the university, of 
course, will be to the young people of Kansas 
City and the adjacent territory. 
But it will

With the university, the art institute, the 
conservatory of music, the Nelson-Atk ins art 
museum and the new symphony orchestra,

,HE young journalist seek ing to main­ 
tain his individuality and desiring to 
impress himself upon the community 
and ultimately the nation, should look 
to the small town and not the city, in the 
opinion of Willis J. Abbott, widely-k nown 
editor and political writer, and now one of the 
editors ot the Christian Science Monitor. 
“In speak ing before schools of journalism, 
I frequently have cited the success of William 
Allen White as a reason why young men should 
not invariably seek the rewards of metropolitan 
journalism,” writes Mr. Abbott in his book 
“Watching the World Go By,” just published 
by Little, Brown A- Co., Boston. 
“Except in unusual cases, the city newspa­ 
per man can have little hope of ever owning 
his own paper. 
Even if he attains the post 
of editor in chief, there nearly always is some 
authority above him, and more and more the 
old practice of giving the editor a free hand is 
being abandoned. If William Allen White lias 
been exceptional in the measure of his suc- 
s, and in the impression he has made upon 
public opinion, it is at least more probable 
that equal ability and devotion in a field lik e 
his would bring lik e rewards than that their 
exertion in New York or Chicago would ever 
raise their possessor out of the position of an 
employee in journalism. 
“White, indeed, builded his great reputation 
on a foundation of nonconformity. Either be­ 
cause of a naturally individualistic and radi­ 
cal turn ot mind, or because he discerned that 
it is sometimes profitable to play out of tune 
with the journalistic orchestra, he not infre­ 
quently, lik e Dundreary’s bird, goes off in a 
corner and flock s by himself.” 


HOWE OF THE ATCHISON GLOBE. 


Mr. Abbott believes Kansas affords another 
Illustration of success in the rural field in E. 
W. Howe of Atchison. 
In discussing his days in Kansas City and 
liis contact with “Old Ed’’ Howe, Mr. Abbott 
says: 
“Thase of us who had to sk im the Kansas 
exchanges soon learned that the Globe of 
Atchison bristled with sharp and pungent 
paragraphs. Howe was more than editor and 
proprietor; he was the chief, and I fancy for 
a time the sole reporter. He had a k nack of 
giving a qurious twist or an epigrammatic 
touch, to his news paragraphs that made his 
paper readable even to those who had no in­ 
terest in Atchison. 
“But while he was building up a local repu­ 
tation, it is not lik ely he would have attained 
national fame had not William Dean Howells, 
k indliest and most discerning of critics, from 
his aloof viewpoint in Boston, sounded a note 
of hearty appreciation for Howe’s novel, ‘The 
Story of a Country Town.’ 
“The great advocate of what in those days 
of literary propriety was called realism saw in 
Howe’s 
autobiographical 
volume 
a 
photo­ 
graphic picture of life in a rural village and 
with a single essay made Howe’s literary for­ 
tune. I sometimes wonder what Howells, who 
was the last word in punctilious propriety, and 
who, when realism made necessary the picture 
of a drunk ard in one of his romances, could 
not mak e him do anything more disreputable 
than to go to sleep on a neighbor’s doorstep, 
would have thought of the ‘realism’ written 
today. But in those days Howells was thought 
very daring and he never failed to commend 
young writers who seemed to be traveling the 
same path. 
“A word of approval from him was a pass­ 
port to literary circles and ‘Ed’ Howe, perhaps 
to his own astonishment, suddenly found him ­ 
self one of the figures of the literary world. He 
was too wise to divert, in any degree, his in­ 
terest from his paper which long after people 
had ceased to look for his book s continued to 
scintillate with his humor and to reflect his 
homely, but sagacious, philosophy. 
Perhaps 
his sagacity had no more practical illustration 
than when he firmly refused to buy my K an­ 
sas City newspaper.” 


J OURNALISTIC VENTURE IN KANSAS CITY. 


It was in 18 8 6 that Mr. Abbott, having ac­ 
quired a small financial back ing, joined a group 
of Detroit newspaper men in the purchase of 
the New'S, an afternoon paper in Kansas City. 
“The enterprise was disastrous financially 
for us all and for a time I bitterly repented 
my share in it. 
But as years passed on and 
the losses gradually were recouped, I was able 
to tak e a more intelligent and philosophical 
view of it. In 1923 speak ing before the students 
of journalism at the University of Missouri I 
said that I attended what was probably the 
most expensive school of journalism in the 
country when I undertook to establish an eve­ 
ning paper in Kansas City, in opposition to The 
Star and its forceful editor, William R. Nelson.” 
At the time Mr, Abbott and his associates 
came to Kansas City the population was 
132,000, and the town was undergoing a real 
estate boom. The advertisements in the news-

papers were largely those of real estate specu­ 
lators. 
‘ 
“Our little group of eastern tenderfeet was 
mightily impressed by seeing thousands of 
work men in Kansas City cutting down hills, 
filling up gorges, erecting buildings worthy of 
Wall street next door to pastures, carrying the 
cable street car lines out into forests where wild 
game still w’andered. 
So, too, were most of 
the people of the town, who bought lots ‘for 
business purposes’ where the cables were ex­ 
pected to go in time, who rejoiced when a small 
lot at ‘the junction’ was sold for a figure about 
equal to what Broadway property near Trinity 
church was bringing, and who subscribed lib­ 
erally to building bonds, confident the city 
needed more offices than Chicago or St. Louis. 
“Upon the advertising which k ept the boom 
alive, our newspaper flourished for a time. 


FORMER RIVAL PRAISES THE STAR. 


‘‘The Star then was beginning its career of 
prosperity in a small office with a single press. 
It was an 8 -column, 4-page sheet, and lik e 
many other inexperienced youths, I thought it 
would be easy to outdo it. But Colonel Nelson

was not the man to ignore passible competition 
and swiftly upon our coming he modernized 
his equipment and vastly improved the ap­ 
pearance of his paper. 
"I have always thought that the strength of 
his paper rested largely upon the sk illful se­ 
lection of reprint for its editorial page, and 
the complete and entertaining fashion in which 
it covered all the local news—including per­ 
sonalities and gossip—of our neighboring state 
of Kansas. In addition was the vigorous civic 
policy which made The Star tak e the lead in 
all projects for the beautification of the town 
-^-which at that time needed it badly—and 
which now finds m aterial exemplification in 
the system of park s and boulevards, the beau- 
tilul Country Club residence section and the 
Nelson Gallery of Art. 
“A redoubtable antagonist was the co lo nel- 
rotund. prosperous and jolly. 
Years after, on 
his yacht in New England waters, he confessed 
to me that our group had given him his first 
real competition, while I responded that he 
liad given me my first real education in jo ur­ 
nalism.” 
With the collapse of the real estate boom 
Abbott and his associates sold the News to Dr 
Morrison Munford, who used it to create an 
evening edition of The Times, the newspaper 
that later was sold to Mr. Nelson. 
Newspaper illustration was in a rather primi­ 
tive stage in those days, Mr. Abbott recalls. 
The half-tone had not been invented and the 
art of zinc etching, though already coming 
into use for magazines, had not been perfected 
for daily paper use. 
Mr. Abbott also remembers the day when a 
man came into his office and introduced him ­ 
self as Augustus Thomas. 
. 1'* found my caller was not only a jo urnal­ 
ist, but allied with the theater as well. He was 
an artist and before long he was scratching out 
chalk -plate atrocities for our paper. 
He did 
not remain long. An adaptation made by him 
of Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett’s “Editha’s 
Burglar’’ brought prosperity and launched him 
upon a distinguished career as actor and play­ 
wright. i fancy he does not look upon his as­ 
sociation with the Evening News as the most 
eccentric of his youthful activities, however, 
since he was connected with a dramatic event 
in Kansas City which was long famous in 
theatrical annals.” 


WHEN CULTURE “ HUMMED” — AND SHIVERED. 


It was at this time tha t the W arder G rand 
Opera House was being constructed as a great 
temple of Thespis. In 18 8 9, or thereabouts, Ed­ 
win Booth and Lawrence Barrett made a trans­ 
continental tour, and Kansas City decided to 
rush its opera house to completion for the 
Booth and B arrett production. 
As Eugene 
Field expressed it, “we made culture hum.” 
When the opening night arrived the roof of 
the building was not completely enclosed and 
there was no heating apparatus—and that was 
a bitter night in January. 
The house, how­ 
ever. was crowded. 
“No one went away,” Mr. Abbott writes. 
“The honor of Kansas City was at stak e. If 
we failed to do proper honor to Booth and 
Barrett, what would the ribald press of Minne­ 
apolis or Omaha—our hated rivals—say? 
“Before the play began Augustus Thomas 
appeared on the stage and sought to thaw out 
the congealed audience. 
We must remember 
he said, that even if we had no roof over our 
heads. Shak espeare played the tragedy which 
we were about to witness under very similar 
conditions.” 
In his volume "The Print of My Remem­ 
brance,” Mr. Thomas recalls the Kansas Citv 
episode. 
J 
“Some prudent or habitually prepared gen­ 
tlemen had brought flask s with them. Others 
went to the nearest places of supply, and the 
close of the intermission took on a convivial 
even if precautionary color. The greatest en-’ 
thusiasm of the night—not excepting Mr, 
Booth s reception—was for a line, W’hich per­ 
haps in all previous history of ‘Macbeth’ had 
never called for more than a giggle. 
“In the third scene of act two, the porter 
roused from his slumber by the k nock ing at 
i n ,gai!;,’ .says‘ But this Place is too cold for 
hell. 
This was greeted with a laugh and suc­ 
cessive rounds of applause and then recurrent 
ripples as the audience Waited and congealed ”

These are horrendous figures but they are 
worth watching as they disappear. 
The huge am ount lent by the New York 
bank s included two items—1,8 00 million dollars 
fo r out-of-town bank s and almost 4 billion for 
“others.” The moment the news of the great 
crack of October 23, 19 29 , was flashed around 
the country, every little bank that had money 
in Wall Street yelled for it. 
And every cor­ 
poration with money in these brok ers’ loans 
was burning the wires calling for it. The pri­ 
vate money brok ers, representing various non­ 
bank ing lenders, were doing the same thing. 
The bank s had no control over these loans. 
W hat happened? The bank s had to call the 
loans in the hands of the brok ers. The bro­ 
k ers had to call the loans of their customers. 
A few could mak e good. 
But most of them 
were playing on credit over their heads. They 
couldn’t meet the loans, of course. 
They 
couldn’t even supply more margin. So stock s 
were dumped on the m ark et in a wild scramble. 
The more they were dumped, the lower prices 
sank . 
The more they sank , the more loans 
were called. 
In a single day over 16 million 
shares were sold on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change.
